Who fell Martyrs to the Yellow F ever of 1798. 


LET others fing of Winter's wild career, 

The deep convulfions of the expiring year!

Forms, or characters, drawn of trace 
with this fluid, will not de vifiple unlets they, 
expofed to the warmth ef the {un’s rays, or 
brought near a fire where they will appear of 
lively green colour. A print is taken or ¢ drag, 
ing made, that reprefents winter, in which ¢ 
ground appears naked and dreary, and the trey 
without leaves. The intended foilage and gry 
is to be drawn with fympathetic ink, in ¢ 
proper places, and will remain invifible, 
hanging the print however in the fung rays : 
near a fite, a new creation will appear; forth 
fcene which before reprefented wintcr, wil 
now exhibit the beauties of {pring, by the 
pearance of the luxuriant foilage that had De 
drawn with the invifible ink. On placing th 
drawing in the cold, winter will re-aflumei 
feat, and it will again be fucceeded by fprin, 
on replacing the print in its former warm fity; 
tion. Thefe changes will happen repeatedly 
toties quoties, untefs the print fhould be expoled 
to too great a degree of heat; in which cafei
